the right ſtraines ofthe Doryan melodie. I ſpeake this to ampli- 
fie the nonellfolly of the headlong vulgar. chat making their eyes E 
eares vallails to the legerdemaineofrheſe iugling Pountbanks, 
are pꝛeſently dꝛawne tacontemne Art and Experience in compart= 


lon ok the ignoꝛance of a number of audacious id iots. Che Foxe can 


tell a faire tale, and couers all his knauery vnder conſcience,and the 
Camelion can addꝛeſle himſel te like an Angell whenſocuer hee is 
diſpoſed to wozke miſchieke by mp2acles: but pet in the end their 
ſecret d2ifts are layde open. and Linc eus eyes that ſee though None 
— haue made a paſſageſ in the clole Couerture of their Hyps- 
criſie. l 
Fo2 one dap, as theſe two Deuiſers were plotting by tbemlel- 
tes how to dʒiue all the Bees from their honey combes, by putting 
woꝛmwood in their Piues, and ſcrewing Henbane and Rue in e- 
ue ty place where they reſoꝛt: a Flie that paſt by. and heard all their 
talk. ſtomaking the Foxe ot old fox that he had murder ſo many ol 
his kind2ed with his „*** taile, went pꝛeſently and buzd in 
Lincius eares the whole purpole oftheir malice, oho awaking his 
hundꝛed eyes at theſe vnexpectedtidings, gan purſue them whereſo 
euer they went, and trace their intents as they moceeded into euerp 
action, ſo that ere balfe their baytes were caſt foozth they were ap» 
pꝛehended and impꝛiloned and all their whole Counſaile detected. 
But long ere this, the Beare impatient of velayes and conſumed 
with an inward griefe inhimſelfe, that he might not haue his wil of 
a fat Mind that outran him, he went into the woods all melancholy, 
and there died foꝛ pure anger: leaning the Fox and the Camelion 
to the deſtinx of tbeir deſert, and merty of their Judges. Hol they

The third is that of 
Plato, who not onely affirmeth that there are diuels, but deuwed 
them into three ſoꝛts everyone a degree ol dignitie aboue the other, 
the firſt are thoſe, whoſe bodies are compact ot the pureft atrie Ele- 
ment, combinev with (ich tranſparrant thꝛeeds, that neither they do 
partake ſo much fire as ſhould make them viſible to ſight, oꝛ haue a- 


ny ſuch affinitie with the earth, as they are able to be pꝛeſt oꝛ toucht:

And in ano- 
thei place where he laith, that they are bound with the chaines of 
darknes,& throwne headlong into hell: which is not ment ot a- 
ny loc all place in the earth, oꝛ buder the waters: koꝛ as Aſtin: affir- 
meth, we do inhabite the region vader the moone, & haue the thicke 
aire aſligned vs as in a paſon, from whence we may with ſmall labo? 
caſt our nets where we liſt: yet are we not ſo at our diſpoſition but 
that we are till conanded by Lucifer (although we are in number 
infinite (who retaining that pzide waere with he arrogantly affected 
the maie ſtie of god. hath ſtil his miniſtring angels about bun, whom 
he imploies in ſeuerall charges to ſeduce & deceive as him ſecmeth 
beſt: as thoſe ſpirits which the Latins cals Toutos and Antemeri- 
dianos, to ſpeake out ot the D2acles, and make the people woꝛſhip 
them as gods, when they are nothing but deluding diuels that couct 
to haue a falſe Deitie alcribed vnto them, and dꝛaw men vnto their 
loue by wonders & p2odtgies, that elſe would hate chem deadly. if 
they knew their walegolence and enuie.Suchamonarchizing ſpiric 
it was, that ſaid to Chziſt,1fthou wilt fall down & worihip me, 
I will giue thee all the kingdoms of the earth. and ſuch a ſpirit it 
was that poſſell the Libian Sapho,and the Empcroz Diocleſian, 
who thought it the bleſſedſt thing that might bee, tobe talled God, 
od the one being wearie olhumane honour ,andinſpired with a ſu- 
pernaturall folly, taught little birds that were capable of ſpeach, to 
pꝛonounce diſtinctly ag n Deus Sapho, that is to ſay A great 
God is Sapho: which wozdes when they had learned readily to ta- 
roll, o were perfect in their note he let them fly at randon, that lo di- 
ſperſing themſeluea euery where, they might induce the people to 
account of him as a God. The other was lo arrogant, that he made 
bis Subiects fall pzofirate on their kaces, and hiting vp their hands 
to him as to heau en, adoꝛe him as omnipotent. 

The ſecoud kind of Diuels which hee moſt implopeth, are thoſe 
Noꝛrtberne Martij, called the ſpirits o? teuenge, and the autboꝛs of 
Mallatres, and ſeedeſmek of milchiefe,fo2 they baue tomnullion to 
incenſe men to rapines, Sacriledge, thett murther, wꝛath. fury. and 
all manner ofcruelties, & they commaund certam of the Satherne 

Spirits(asflaues)ts waitvpon them, as alſo great Ario ch, that is

tearmed the ſpirit ofreuenge.

Theſe know how to dilloti:te the loue of bzeth2en, and to byeake 


we dlocke bands with ſuch violence that they may not be vnited, and 
are pꝛedominant in many other domeſticall mutimes of whom if 


thou liſt to heare mo2egread che 39. of Ecclefialticus, The Pꝛophet 
Eſay maketh mention ofanother Spirit ſent by Odd to the g- 


ant, to make them ſtrap and wander our ofthe wap, that is to ſap, the 


Spirit of lying, which they call Boly chym, The Spirits that in- 
tile men to gluttony and luſt, are certain watry ſpirits ofthe Melt. 
and certaine Sontherne Spirits as Ne frach & Kelen, which top 
the moſt part pꝛoſecute vnlawfull lones, and cheriſh all vunaturall 
deſires:they wander thzoucchLakes, Fiſh ponds and Fennes, and o- 
uerwhelme ſhips, caſt doates vpon Ankers, and dzowne men that 


are ſwimming : therefozcare they counted the moſt peſtilent, trou - 


bleſome, and gaile full Spirits that are: fo2 by the helpe of Alty- 
nachaſpiritof the TUeNt, they will raiſe tozmes, cauſe earthquaks, 
whirlwinds,raine,haile oz ſnow in the cleareſt day that is it tuer 
they apearetoanp man, they come in womens apparell,The ſpirits 
ol che aye will mix themſelues with thunder e lightning. and ſo in · 
fect the clime where they raiſe any tempeſt, that ſuddenly great moz- 
talitie (hall enſue to the Inhabitants from the infectious vapozs 
which ariſe from the motions: of ſuch S. Iohn maketh mention in 
the 9. of the Apocalips:theirpatronis Mereris,whobeareth chieke 
rule about the middle time ok the dap. The Spirits of the fire haue 
their manſions vnder regions of the moone, that what ſoeuer is com 
mitted to their charge they may there execute,as in their pꝛoper con 
ſiſtoꝛy. from whence they cannot ſtart. The ſpirits of the earth keepe 
ko the maſt part in Foreſts and woods, and do hunters much nop- 
aunce, æ ſomtime iu the bꝛoad fields where they lead trauellers out 
ok the right way, oꝛ fright men with dekoꝛmed apparitions, oz make 
them run madth2ough exceſſiue melancholy like Arax 7 elamonins 
& ſa pꝛoue hurtfull to thFſclues,® dangerous to others:ofthis num 
ber the chiete are Saniaab & Achymael ſpirits ofthe eaſt that haue 
no power to da any greet harm, by reaſon of the vnconſfantyo f their 
affections. The vnder · cat th ſpirits are ſuch as lurke in dens # litle 
cagerns ok the earth & hollow creuiſes of mountams, that they may 
diue into the bowels of the earth at their pleaſure : theſe dig met 
tals. watch treaſures, which they continualy tranlpoꝛt from plate 
£0 place, that none ſhold hau: EP them they raiſe wiuds that vo- 
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mit flames, and ſhake the four dation of buildings, they dance in 
rounds in pleaſant launds, and greene m dowes, with noiſcs of 
muſicke and minſirelſie, aud vamſh away when any comes nette 
them: they will take vpon them any ſunilitude but of a women, and 
tert iſie men in the likenes ol dead mens ghoſtes in the night time: 
and of this quality and condition the ctromancets hold Gaze, 
Fegor, and Anarazel, Southern ſpirits to be. Belides, there art 
pet remaining certaine lying ſpirits (who although all be giue n ta 
lye by nature) pet are they moꝛe pꝛone to that bice, than the reſt be- 
ing named Pythoniſts of whom Apollo comes to be called Py- 
theus:they haue a punce as well as other ſpirits, ot whom mentt- 
on is made in the 3.booke of kings, when he ſaithbe wiil be alieng 
ſpirit in the mouth ot all Ahabs pzophets:from which thoſe ſpirus 
of iniquity do little differ, which are called the vellels of wiath, that 
aſſiſt Belial(whom they interpꝛtt a ſpirit witheutyoke 02 centtoi = 
ler) in all damnable deuiſes and intentions Plato repozts them to 
be ſuch as lirſt veuiſed cards # dice end Yam in the minde, that the 
Mone was of the ſame oꝛder, that found out the vſe of Gi:npet + 
der e the engins ol war thereto belonging , Thoſe that wiiteof 
theſe matters, call this Be lial Chodax ot the Eaſt, that Hath all 
witches e conturoꝛs ſpixits vnder bis juriſdiction, and gin es them 
leaue to helpe Juglers in their tricks. c Simon Magus toro wir; 
acles: alwaies pꝛouided they bling a ſoule home ta the ir maſter fox 
bis hyre. Pet are not theſe al, fo2 ther are ſpirits called ſpics e tale 
carriers, obedient to A ſcarot h. whom the Grecks cell Daimona, 
S. Iohn The accuſer of the brethren: alſo tempters, who ſoꝛ their 
intet upting vs in al eur good act ions, are cald out cuill Angcls.A- 
boue all things they bate the ligbt c reioyce in dar keneſſe, dilquie- 
ting men malicioufly inthe night and ſomtimes i urt them by pm- 
thing them oꝛ blaſtmg them as tbey ſletp, but they ere not ſo much 
to be dꝛeaded as other ſpirits,bicauſe it a man ſpeake to them, they 
flee away # will not abide Sucha ſpirit Dimius Secundus telterh 
ot, that vſed to haunt a geodly houſe in Athens that Athenadorus 
bired ze ſuch another Sueronus deſcribeth to haue long houered in 
Lamianus Garden where Caligula lay but ied u ho fo? bicauſe he 
was onelycoucred with a few clods, c vnteuently town among

ment, he wis taken vp. intoombed ſolemnly, Pauſanias auduch» 
eth(amoigſt other exyeriments) that a certaine ſpirit called zazt- 
lus doth feed vyon dende mens cozſes, that are not deeply interred 
in th? earth as they dught:whichto conſteme, ther is a inondter full 
accident ſet down in tie Daniſh hiſtoꝛy of Aſuitus & Aſmundus, 
who being two famous triends (well known in thoſe parts )vowd 
one to another, that which ol them twa outlived the other ſhould be 
buried aliue withhis friend that fir ſt died. In ſhozt ſpace „Aſuitus 
fellſick ę peelded to nature,. A ſmundus compelled by the dathokhis 
friendſhip,tooke none but his bozſe his dog with him and traulpaz- 
ted the dead body into a vaſt caue vnder the earth e there deter m- 
ned(hauing victualed himlelte foꝛ along time) to finiſh his dape s 
in darkneſle, and neuer depart from him that he loued ſo deerely. 
Thus ſhut vp and inclo ſed in the bowels of the earth, it hapened 
Eritus R. of Sweueland to paſſe that wap with his army not full 
two months after, who comming to the tomb of Aſuitus, and 
ſuſpecting it a place wher treaſure was hidden, cauſed his Pioners 
with they} (pades and mattockes to dig it vp: whereupon was dil- 
couered the lothſome body of Aſmundus, all to beſmeared with 
dead mens filth, his viſage moſtvgly aud fearefull;which imbzued 
wich conge ald blood, and eaten and toꝛn like a raw vlter, made him 
ſo galtly to behold, that all the bebolders wereafrighted.He ſe eing 
bimſelfe reſtoꝛd to light and ſo many a mazed men ſtand about him, 
reſolued theyz vncertain prrplexity in theſe termes. Why ſtand pot 
aſtoniſht at mpvnuſual defoꝛmityes? when no liuing man conuer- 
ſech with the dead, but is thus di\figured . But other cauſes haue 
effecte ,bis changein mee: fo2 J know not what audacicus ſpirit 
lent by Gorgon from the deepe, hath not onelye moſt raucnoullye 
deuoured my hozfe and mp dogge, but alſs hathlayd his hun grie 
pawes vppon me, and tering downe mp cheekes as pou lee, 
hath likewiſe rent awaie one of mine eres. Ienſeis it that 
my mangled ſhaye ſeemes fo mounſtrous, and my humane im- 
age obſcured u ith goze in this wile, Net ſcaped not this kell Mar- 
pie fr2z2 me vnecnea ged: fo2 as he aſſailed me, J caught hi⸗ 
head from his oulders, and ſheathde my ſwonde in his bodye, 
Baue Spirts their viſtole bodies laide J, that may be t oucht, 
wounded, 02 pierſt 4 Beleeue me , J neuer heard that in my 
like befoze this. Why quoth he, Nw in their pꝛoper eſſence 
+4 | 
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they are creatures incoꝛpoꝛall, yet can they take on them the indu⸗ 

ments of any liutag body whatlocucr, end cranſfezme themſc lues 
into all kinde of ſhapes, whereby they may moꝛe eaſily deceiue our 
ſhallow wits and ſenſes . So teſtifies Baſtlius that they tan put 
ona material fozme when they liſt , Socrates affirmeth that his 
Dzmon did oftentimes talke with him, and that he ſaw bim and 
felc him many times. But Marcus Cherroneſius (a wonderfull 
dilconerer of Dinels)waiteth,that thoſe bodies which they allume, 
are diſkinguiſhe by no difference ol ſex becauſe they are ſunple, and 
the diſcernance ol ſex belongs to bodies compound: pct are they 
flexible, motiue, and apt ſoꝛ any configut ation, vuc not all ot them a- 
like: {02 the ſpirits of the Fire and Aire haue this power abouc the 
reſt. The ſpirits of the water haue Now bodies reſembling birdes 
and women, of which kind the Naiades & Neteieds ate muchce- 
lebzated amongſt J9octs. Neucrtheleſſe,how euer they ate reſtrat- 
nedto cheir ſeuerallſimilitudes,litts certe ine that all of them deſire 
no loꝛme o2 figure ſo much, as the likents of a man, and doo thinke 
themſelues in heauen, when they are infcoft in that hue: wheretfoze 
J know no other reaſon but this, that man is the necreit repꝛeſen- 
tation to God, inſomuch as the ſcripturc faith He made man af- 
ter his one likeneſſe and image: and thep affecting by reaſon of 
their pzide,to be as like God as they may, contend moſt ſcriovſlye 
to ſhꝛoud themſeluesvnder that habit , But J p2ay fell me thts, 
whether are there (as Porphirius holdech)good Spirits as well as 
euill. Nap certe inly) guoch he) we are all euill, let Porphirius, 
Proclus, Apuleius, 02 the Platoniſts diſpute to the contraric as 
long as they wil, which J will confirm to thy capacity by the names 
that are eucry where giuen vs in the Scripture, koꝛ the diuell which 
is the Summum genes to vs all, is called Diabolus quaſi deo ſum 
ruens that is to ſap falling downward, as he that aſpiring too high. 
was thzowne from the top of felicity to ihe lo weſti pit of deſpaire: 
and ſathan, that is to ſay, an Apuurſary, who fo2 the coꝛruption of 
bis malice,opyolcth bim lelfe euer again! God, who is the chiekeſt 
good. In lob, Beliemoth & Leviathan, and in the g. of che Apo- 
calips Apolion, that is to lay, a Subucrter :becaule the ſounda- 
tian of thoſe vertices , whithour high Maker hath planted in our 
ſoules:he vndermiodech g ſubuerteth. A ſerpent fo2 bis poiſoning, 


a Lyon foz his dcuonring: a furnace, fo; that by his __—_ — 
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Elect are tried, who are veſſels of w2ath ard ſaluation. In Eſay, 
a Sy1en,a Lamia, aScrich-oule,an Eftridge. In the Þlalmes, 
an Adder, à Bafiliſke,a Dꝛagon. And lauiy u the Goſpell, Bam» 
mon, Pꝛmte of this wozld, and the Goucrnour ot darknes:ſo that 
by the whole courſe ol condemning names that art gien vs, and 
no one inſtance oł any fauourable tytle beſtowed vpon vs, J poli- 
tiue iy ſet do wne that all ſpirits are tuul. Now, whereas the Di- 
uines att ibute vnto vs there good and eulll ſpirits, the good to 
guide vs krom euill, and thecuilicodzaw vs from goot neſſe, iht y 
are not called ſpirits but Angels, of wbich ſozt was Raphaell, the 
good Angell oft Tobias, who exilde the euill ſpir it A modius into 
the deſart of Aegipt, that he might be the moze ſecure from his 
temptation. Since we haue entredthus farre into the diuels com- 
mon wealth, J beſeechpou certifiemethus much, whether haue 
they power to hurt granted them from God, oz fromthemſelues? 
rant hey hurt as much as they will. Not ſo quoth he, fo2 although 
þ diuels be moſt mighty ſpirits, yet tan they not hurt but permil- 
lively,o2 by ſome ſpeciall diſpenſation: as when a man is faln into 
the ſtate of an out- law, the Law diſpenſe th with them that kill him. 
and the Pꝛinte excludes him from the pꝛotect ion o fa ſubiect, fo, 
when a man is a telops from GOD and bis lawes, God with- 
dꝛawes his pꝛouidence from watching ouet him, and authozileth 
the diuell as his inſuirument, to aſſault bim and toꝛment him, ſo that 
whatſocuer he doth, is Lim#tarapore/tare,as ont ſaith:inſomuch as 
a haite cannot fall from our he ads, unthout the will of out heauen· 
ly Father. The Diuell could not dect iue A chabs pzophers till he 
was licenſed by God, noꝛ exerciſe his tyꝛany over Iob till he ha 
giuen him commiſſion, no2 ente r into the heard of wine till Chꝛiſt 
bad them goe. Chtrefoʒe need pou not frare the diuell any whit as 
long as pott are in the favoure of God, who raine th him ſo ſraighe, 
that txcept he let him looſe he can do nothing. This man like pꝛo· 
poꝛtion which I rtwreteme, is but a thing of ſuffrante gr ant ed 
vnto me to plagut ſuch men es hunt after u rike, and arc velighted 
with veriance. It may be ſo verp ell, but whether haue pou that

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are chained to ſuch heauie earthly moulder; 02 elſe fo2 that by the 
incomparable pernicity of choſe ap2ie bodies, we not onely out- 
rip che ſwiftnes ol men,beaſts and birds, where by we map be a- 
ble co attain to the knowledge ol things ſooner, than thoſe that by 
the duines ol their ear thly leuſe come a great way behind vs: Het- 
vato may we adiopne our long experience in the courſe of thinges 
from the beginning of che wozld , which men want and chert foze 
rannothaue that det pe coniecture that we baue. No; is ourknow- 
ledge any moze than coniecture: toz pzeſcience onc ly belongeth 
to Gad, and that ge ſle that we haue. pꝛotceedeth from the compared 
dilpolition;of heauenly and earthly bodies, by whoſe long obſerued 
temperature, we doo diuine many tlines,as it happens, and there- 
foze doo we take vpon vs to pzophecy , that we may purchaſe ell i- 
mation to our names, and bzing men in admiration with that ve 
boo, and ſo be counted toz Gods. The mp2acles wee wozke , are 
partly contriued byil{uſion, and partly alliſted by that ſupernatur- 
al tkil we baue in the experience of nature aboue all other Crea- 
tures. But againſt theſe illuſions of pour ſubtletie andvatne ter- 
r023 pounnflict , what is our chiefe refuge: A (ball be accounted a 
fooliſh Diuell anone, if I bew2ap the ſecretes of our king dome, as 
J baue begun: pet ſpeake Ina moe than learned Clarkes haue 
witten, and as much as they haue let doune will J ſhew thee Ori- 
gin in bis Treatiſe againſt Celſus ſaith, there is nothing better 
to2 him that is vexed with ſpirits ,. then they naming of lelu, the 
true God, fa2 he auouche th, he bach ſeendiuersd2inen aut ol mens 
bodpes by that meanes. Athanaſius in his booke De varus quaſti- 
enibus ſaith. The pꝛeſenteſt remedie againſt the inuaſion oc cuil 
ſyirits, ia che beginning of the s 7. Plalme Exungat Deus & diſſi- 
pentur inimici eius. Cyprian counſels men to adture ſpirices encly 
by the name ot the true God. Some hold that fire is a pꝛeſex uat iue 
for this purpole, becauſe when any ſpirit appeareth, the lights by 
little and little, goe out as it were of their owne acco2d, and the ta- 
pers are by degrees extinguiſht. Others by inu ocating vpon God, 
by the name of Yehiculuns ignis ſuperiorit, and often t cheat ſing the 
Articles of out faich. A third ſoz are perſwaded that the bꝛandt- 


ſbing of ſwozds is good fo this pur poſe. becauſe Homer faineih, 


that V lifles ſacrificing to his mother, wafted his ſwoꝛde in the aire 
tochale theſpirits from the blood of the ſacrifice, and Sybyllacon- 


ducting 
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du! ting Aeneas to hell begins hir charmes in this lot. 
Procul, O procul, eſte prophani: 
Twque iu vande viam, vag inaquc eripe ferrum, | 
Philoſtratus repozteth that be and bis companions meeting 
that Diuells which Artiſts entitle Apolomus as they came one 
night from banguerting, with ſuch termes as be is curſt in holy 
wit, they made him run awap howling .Hanie in this caſe extoll 
| pcrtume of Calimentum peonia, Menta palmaChriſiizand Appine, 
A number pꝛeker che carping ofred Cozrallabout them, c of Ar - 
| themiſia bypericon, Ruta verbena : and to this effect many doo vſe 
the iyngling olkeyes, the ſound of the harp, and the claſbung ol ar- 
f moꝛ. Some ok old time put great ſuperſticionin characters, curi- 
ouſly engraued in their Pentagonon, but they are all vaine, and 
vull doo no good, iłtbey be otherwiſe vſed than as ſignes ef cout 
nant betweene the diuell and them Noz doo J allume all thereft 14 
to be vnkallible pꝛe ſcrtptions, though ſometime they hade their vile: ä 1 
but that the onely allured way to reſiſt their attempts is pzayer > 1-6 
faith,againſt which all the diue ls in hell cannotpzeuadle . Jnounh 
gentle ſpirit J will impoꝛtune theeno further, but committe this 
Supplication to thy cat e: which if thou de liuer accozdingly, thou 
alc at mp returne haue moꝛe ofmp cuſſome : fo2 by that tune J 
will haue finiſhed tertame letters to diuers O1ato2s and Poets. 
diſperſed in your dominions. That as otcetion ſhall ſexue, but now 
J muſt take leaue ot᷑ pou, foʒ it is Tearme time, and J haue ſome 
buſines. A Gentleman (a friend of mine that I neuer ſawe beſoze) 
ftayes foꝛ me, and is like to be vndone it I come not in to bearewit- 
ne ſle on his ſide: where foxe, Bazi/ez, manut, till dur next meeting. 
Gentle Reader nden alf quando, J am at leaſure to talke to 
thee.

It were very good 
the dog wlypper in Paules would haue a cate of this in his vnſa- 
uctybiſitation every Saterdap: foꝝ it is dangerous foz ſuch of the 
Que enes liege people, as ſhall take a bitwe ot them falling. 
Locke to it you Bookeſellers „ and let not 55 
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be comitted. 2hercfozeifJin the beginning af my Boke ſhould 
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hops be inferted with any lach gooſe gpblets oz Ninking gar- 
badge: as the Jygs of newſmongers,and eſpecially ſuch of pou as 
frequent 7Celtintiter haif, let them be ciccuraſpec: what dung- 
hill payers they b2ing thicher: fa2 one bad punphlet is enough to 
ratſe a damp that may phiſon a whole Tear ne, oꝛ at the leaſt a 
number of p:o2e Clyents that haue no montpto pꝛeuent il ai c by 
bzeaking their taſts ere they come thither. Not a bole JInckerzop- 
per 0) [cur uv plodder at Vouerent, but nailes his aſſes eaces on e- 
nery poſt and comes off with long Cyrcu u uu que to the Gentle- 
men Readers, ye the moſt excrementozy diſhlickers of learning are 
grom ne lo valiant in inmpudencie, that naw they let vp their taces 
(lik? Tuiks)of gray papec to be ſpit at fo? ſiluer games in F inſbu- 
ry fields, CAA yileſt J am thus talking, me thinks Jheare one ſap, 
what a fopis this he entitles his booke A Supplicat ion to the 
Diuell, and doth nothing but raile on id ots, and tels a ſtoꝛy ot the 
nature ot Spirits.

nb wen dy ryet and ausrict, is mightily ſuppozted by pour 
aaa tas which makes Poets ts ſing ſuch goodly himnes 
el pour matſe, as no enuidus polterity mop fozgee. But from ge- 
uerall tame. les me digreff eto my pꝛiuate experience; and with a 
tongue vnwozthy to name aname at ſuch wozthynes, affectionately 
emblaſon to the cyes that wonder, the matchlefſe mage of ono. 
and magutſit ent cc war det of bertuc, Ioues Eagle-borne Gani- 
me d. ibetre noble Amyntas . In whole bigb ſpirit ſuch a Diet ie
